PLAINFIELD—Dr. Larry 
Leverett, the Plainfield superinten- 
dent of schools, has announced that 
the lawsuit against the school district 
by the principal of the Jefferson 
School has been withdrawn. Last 
week the Union County Prosecutor's 
Office said that no criminal charges 
will be sought against anyone in- 
volved in the search of third-grade 
students at the Jefferson School 

With these events in mind, Dr. 
Leverett said that he is accelerating 
the search for a new principal to 
normalize the situation in the school 
so that education can once again be- 
come the main focus. 

Eldrige Hawkins, the attorney 
who filed the notice to sue the district 
for $250,000 on behalf of Evelyn 
Baker, the principal of the school, 
informed the superintendent that his 
client requested that the notice be 
withdrawn.

them out of prison. The pork chop 
preachers, the reverends, the law- 
yers, the doctors are not going to get 
them out of prison, it's the masses of 
African people in the United States 
who will get them out of prison,” he 
continued. 

Filmmaker Rusty Cundieff 
urged youth to follow their dreams 
and be persistent in securing their 
futures. 

“I had to work very hard to get 
where I am going and you have to 
work to get where you want to go. 
My message is whatever it is that 
you want to do, whatever your 
dream... realize that it is attainable 
and,eyery step that you make puts 
you one step closer.

KINSHASA, ZAIRE—Foreign med- 
ical experts and members of United 
Nation's health organizations last 
week stepped up their efforts to 
battle the deadly Ebola virus which 
has devastated atleast three villag- 
es in the central African nation of 
Zaire.

Prudential responds to tragedy 
of Oklahoma City explosion 


NEWARK—The Prudential 
Foundation made an emergency 
$10,000 grant tothe Salvation Army 
of the Oklahoma City Area to help 
establish a counseling program for 
the survivors, relatives and friends 
of victims of the Oklahoma City 
explosion. 

Gabriella Coleman, vice pres- 
ident, of The Prudential Insurance 
Company of America, and presi- 
dent of The Prudential Foundation, 
said the Salvation Army would use 
the funds to set up a counseling 
program that will address the long- 
range psychological effects of the 
bombing on children and adults in 
Oklahoma City. 

In addition, the Prudential Se- 
curities Foundation set up a Chil- 
dren’s Disaster Fund to which all 
Prudential employees were invited 
tocontribute tohelp children affect- 
ed by the tragedy. 

So far, almost $20,000 has been 
raised. Alternatively, employees 
were invited to contribute to the 
American Red Cross to provide 
general assistance to rescue work 
and other efforts that are providing 
help to the Oklahoma City commu- 
nity. 

Carl Busch, manager of the 
Oklahoma City office of Prudential 
Securities Incorporated, said he is 
working with the Oklahoma City 
Rotary Foundation to dispense the 
money in the Prudential Securities 
Children’s Disaster Fund in the best 
ways that can meet the needs of 
children of the tragedy, for exam- 
ple, those whose parents were killed 
by the blast. 

“There actually were two phas- 
es of service we've been involved 


in,” said Busch. “The first phase 
took place within a few days of the 
tragedy when some of our employ- 
ees and their spouses provided vol- 
unter services to help the rescue 
workers. The PSI Foundation Di- 
saster Fund is the second phase of 
our disaster relief activities.” 

PSI’s Oklahoma City office is 
located just four blocks from the 
Murrah Federal Office Building 
which was blown apart by a bomb 
on April 19, killing 164 people. 

“It was terrible. I saw a red ball 
of fire go all the way through the 
building to the top and out. Right 
after that, the building was engulfed 
in thick black balls of smoke and 
our building shook. They evacuat- 
ed us out of our building but we 
were able to return the next day. 
Knowing that someone did this on 
is devastating emotional- 
id Busch. 

Another Prudential facility in 
Oklahoma City, the Oklahoma City 
Health Care Management and Mar- 
keting, which is located about four 
miles from the Murrah Building, 
also established a volunteerism pro- 
gram to provide food and supplies 
for the rescue workers. Office mem- 
bers also donated blood and gave 
more than $500 to Feed the Chil- 
dren. Nurses Prudential Oklahoma 
City from the office provided triage 
services at the disaster site on the 
day of the explosion and at the local 
hospital.
